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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art discloses the 
claimed device with a GaN contact layer divided into two portions of different hydrogen concentrations, 
and a non-stoichiometric lll-V layer. The art cited in the previous action, Yagi et al. (6,297,442) does not 
expressly teach a GaN p-type layer with two portions of different hydrogen concentrations in the claimed 
range. Yagi et al. teaches a metallic oxide inner layer.
